The principle involved in the Chron- 
icles’s suggestion is a good one, nor 
shall we enquire whether it is prompt- 
ed by a fear of Democratic defeat or 
a design to secure efficient manage- 
ment. -' We prefer to accept the latter 
reason. We have often repeated our 
ideas of party functions and may do 
so again. We believe that saving the 
enmity and sectional feelings still en- 
tained by certain elements there are 
very few differences between the 
great national parties. The last 
election and its resulting policy 
have clearly’ shown that neither 
party isa unit in opposition to the 
other. The best statesmen of the Uni- 
ted States, and the only ones who 
could conciliate and govern all sec- 
tions, are those who hold moderate 
and charitable views. Still there are 
certain results of past strife which can 
not be secured to us without the 
‘maintenance of party lines, and hence 
we say when these essential issues are 
touched in any degree, one must be 
Republican or Democratic. The na- 
tional shield has two sides; there will 
always be two classes of opinions 
which must meet in battle, that only 
the fittest may survive to protect and 
govern us. 

But we have often asked what prin- 
ciple was involved besides ‘citizenship 
in local offices. What gauge will de- 
termine the qualifications _of men 
whom you know, so well as compe- 
tency? What is better security for a 
public servant than recognized ability 
and honesty? If men are capable and 
upright, are they not worthy.of local 
confidence? There is a principle in- 
volved here which would, if allowed, 
reform your local governments. It 
would secure the best results for com- 
munities without losing sight of one 
principle of Republicanism. Party 
nominees are made by politicians— 
competent cheice can be directed by 
the people; merit would then deter- 
mine the battle, and the political bar- 
macle would soon lose his hold upon 
the ballot box. Have you not nour- 
ished his class long enough?

This enterprise has been fairly in- 
augurated and will certainly mt a 
success. We understand that. several 
Grass Valleyavs are taking 
stock in it. Mr. John. Cashin 
of Nevada City is one of 
the chief promoters of the enterprise, 
and will take pleasure in giving any 
information concerning it. We find 
in the Alta an outline of the purposes 
and plans of this important enterprise: 

The California Fruit Shipping Com: 
pany was organized last August, and 
immediately en in trans g 
fresh fruit to the Eastern markets in 
refrigerator cars. A number of their 
shipments were made to the Centen- 
nial Exposition, and the condition of 
the fruit shipped was commented on 
by the leading journals of the East, 
in glowing terms. It is a sufficient 
indication of their success to say that 
the fruit was placed side by side with 
the choicest products of the Eastern 
markets, and was eagerly bought up 
at from three to five times the price 
demanded for the local article’ The 
unqualified success of the California 
Fruit Shipping Company has excited 
a desire on the part of stock and 
sheep man to dispose of their surplus 
products at remunerative prices, in 
a similar manner. 

While the market for live stock 
has for several months been extremely 
depressed, the price of dressed meats 
has remained as high as ever; and the 
stock men, having heard of the suc- 
cess of the refrigerator car system, 
have concluded to slaughter their 
animals themselves and ship the 
dressed meat direct to the consumers. 
This plan is rendered feasible by the 
invention of refrigerator cars. 

A common error in regard to these 
cars is that they preserve perishable 
freight by freezing. There is no 
freezing; they maintain an even tem- 
perature, delivering their cargoes in 
precisely the same condition as when 
shipped. There are vast herds of 
sheep and cattle in California and 
Nevada, which, under the present sys- 
tem of marketing, realize but little 
profit for their owners. The loss of 
weight and cendition by transpor- 
tation; the charges of herding and 
feed en route; the expenses of butch- 
ering in the cities, and various other 
items of expense now incurred, can be 
avoided by the new system. The cat- 
tle being slaughtered in good condi- 
tion at the various ship ppiog pol govern: on 
the live of the railroa 
and loaded on refrigerator cars nyse im- 
mediate shipment. On arrival at its 
destination, the meat is in condition to 
be retailed over the counters of the 
butchers, and, it is estimated, can be 
sold at a considerable reduction from 
the present’ prices. Besides, it is 
claimed that the meat will be much 
better than where cattle are ship 
alive or driven for hundreds of miles. 
The experience of connoisseurs is that 
cattle or sheep shipped uader these 
conditions are feverish, out of condi- 
tion, and often entirely unfit for hu- 
man food. 

The capital stock of the company is 
$500,000, divided into 50,000 shares. 
The principal place of business will be 
in San Francisco. 

A meeting for final incorporation 
will be held in San Francisco April 
11th, and the company hope to com- 


mence operations by May 15th, 1877.
